Self-Oiling Calender Box. 





An illustration is given of an improved self- 
oiling calender box, known as Behren’s im- 
provement. 

Figure I. is an end elevation of a calender 
stack. Fig. IL. is a plan view of the box. Fig. 
Ill. is a sectional elevation of thesame. Fig. 
IV. is a side view of the rod supporting the 
calender boxes. Fig. V. is an edge view of the 
same. Fig. VI. is a longitudinal section of the 
oiling-cylinder. Fig. VII. is a vertical section 
of the same. 

A is the rod for supporting the calender boxes. 
ais a bolt-slot in the endof therod A. Bisa 
calender-roll. 6 is a horn on the end of the rod 
A, at the opposite end from the bolt-slota. C 
is the oiling-cylinder. c is a pin-hole in the end 
of the horn b. D is a bracket supporting the 
oiling cylinder. E is the cheek-piece or bearing- 
piece in the calender box, and is made of bronze. 
F is a set-screw for adjusting the cheek-piece E. 
G is the intermediate calender box. H is a bolt 
for fastening the rod A to the intermediate cal- 
ender box, G. I is a thumb-screw for fastening 
the bracket D to the calender box. K K are 
the top and bottom boxes of the calender stack. 
L is the frame of the calender stack. M is the 
cap of the calender frame. N is the screw- 
lever. O is the pressure screw. S is the filling- 
tube for the oiling cylinder. TT are journals 
of the oiling cylinder. V V V V are the holes 
in the oiling cylinder through which the oil 
flows. X isa felt covering around the oiling 
cylinder. Z is a lug on the lower side of the in- 
termediate calender box, having a hole, Y, by 
which the rod A is attached to the calender box 
by its horn }. 

The calender boxes and self-oilers are for in- 
termediate rollers, and are not intended for 
driving or top rollers. The boxes are two 
halves, so as to have journals open at the top 
and bottom, so that in case of the breaking of a 
box it can be replaced by a new one without re- 
moving the rollers. If the collars are worn out 
they can be replaced without removing the 
rollers. The boxes are to hold the rollers from 
moving to either side. If the calenders are 
stopped quickly the journals can move up or 
down without breaking the boxes. The self- 
oiler is made of a long roller, so as to oil the en- 
tire journal and collar at the same time. The 
oil is kept inside of the roller, which is covered 
with flannel, so as not to fly over upon the pa- 
per, which occurs when the calenders are sud- 
denly stopped. The oiler does not require to be 
moved when the boxes are taken out. A fur- 
ther object of the flannel is to keep the holes in 
the roller from filling up, and at the same time 
to hold the oil which flows through the holes 
through which the rolls are oiled. A further 
object in having the oil inside the roller is to 
avoid spilling or wasting any of the oil when 
the boxes are removed with the oiler attached. 

The method of operation is as follows: The 
cylinder is filled with oil, and resting on the 
journal of the calendar-roll causes it to revolve 
with the roll. The oil works out through the 
apertures in the oiling cylinder and the sur- 
rounding felt, and thus oils the journal of the 
roll. 

The reason of making the intermediate boxes 
in two pieces is to allow of their removal with- 
out taking the calender roll from the calender 
frame, and this is done by sliding back the 
screw F as far as possible, which allows the 
roll to be moved ‘to one side of the frame, when 
the box on the opposite side can be removed by 
detaching the rods A, the object being to re- 
move a worn-out box from the calender frame 
without removing the calender rolls.

Notes on Mill Shafting. 


The close observer cannot help noticing 
the fact that the development of the construc- 
tion and arrangement of the machinery of trans- 
mission, such as shafting, hangers, pulleys, &c., 
has never kept pace with that of the mechanism 
for the generation of power, or of that by which 
the power is utilized. This is somewhat sur- 
prising when we consider the extreme simplicity 
of the principles involved ; but perhaps this very 
simplicity is what has caused the subject to be 
overlooked and unduly neglected, aspiring me- 
chanics preferring to excercise their ingenuity 
in some more difficult branch of the profession. 
For the past few years, however, the question 
has received the attention that its importance 
demands, and consequently great advances have 
been made in the right direction. 

Comparatively few years ago our shops were 
fitted up with cumbrous, slow moving shafting 
of wood or cast iron, relics of which still remain 
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in many localities. A favorite form of shaft 
consisted of a wooden drum about twelve inches 
in diameter, having cast-iron journals running 
in the clumsiest imaginable hangers. From this 
drum, belts were run to drive the various ma- 
chines. When the requirements of any machine 
rendered it absolutely necessary to havea higher 
belt speed than could be obtained from the 
dram, it was “built up” to the required size. 
This job was generally done in the most original 
and startling manner, and thus in the course of 
time the line usually became pretty well filled 
up, or covered, with a collection of ‘‘scabs” 
whose ‘‘ wobbling ” presented a frightful appear- 
ance when the shaft was in motion. [fa belt 
run off one of these improvised pulleys, which 
they did very often, it generally made about 
one “flop” and then began to wind up on the 
drum or body of the shaft. About that time 
everybody in the vicinity took to their heels. 
When the “slack” in the belt was all taken up, 
there was a moment of suspense, which gener- 
ally lasted about one-tenth of a second, and then 
something had to“ let go.” Whether it was the 
belt or countershaft hangers depended 
entirely upon their relative strength. If 
the hangers or their fastenings proved 6 
weaker, the countershaft, with its pul- 
leys, were generally ‘‘fired ” clean across 
the shop, and the man who happened to 
be in its path was considered unlucky. 
During the melée, the belt generally 
became detached from the countershaft 
and calmly proceeded to wind the re- 
mainder of itself about the main shaft 
—all but about two feet, which, in con- 
sequence of its centrifugal force, reso- 
lutely refused to wind, but stuck straight 
out, and at every revolution of the 
shaft “‘brought up” against the floor 
above with a “kerslap” which made 
the dust fly, and had a strong ten- 
dency to upset the nerves and cause 
profanity on the part of anyone who 
happened to be at work on the floor 
above. Gradually, however, certain 
correct principles of transmission of 
power began to be recognized, and it 
was felt that the above state of things, 
like the Chinese in California, ‘“‘ must 
go,” and it went. Turned shafts of 
wrought iron were substituted for the 
wooden or cast-iron ones. This ren- 
dered higher speed possible, and for 
several years past progress has been 
quite rapid. 

But the grand fight in what may be 
called the shafting revolution has been 
upon the question of speeds for main 
lines and diameters of the same. One 
general rule may be given to cover the 
whole ground, and that is: Make your 
shaft as small as you can, and run it 
as fast as youcan. Different ideas as to what 
this limit is, however, is what has caused the 
fight, and the difference in practice in different 
localities. 

Too much attention cannot be paid to see that 
line shafts are properly lined up and kept so. 
The influence of improper alignment is greater 
than is generally supposed. It not only causes 
great waste of power, but in many cases is the 
immediate cause of breakage, which is too apt 
to be attributed to insufficient size of the 
shaft. 

The writer has a vivid recollection of being 
called upon five years ago to investigate the 
cause of the periodical failure of a line of 2}<- 
inch shafting about 75 feet in length. It had 
acquired the inconvenient habit of breaking at 
about the middle of its length every few months. 
The owners thought it was too small for the 
work it had to do, and wished to put in a new 
one of larger size. We thought it was amply 
large, and suggested that possibly it was out of 
line. The master mechanic at once “ got on his 
ear” and declared that it was all right; he had 
personally superintended putting it up about 
two years before, and he ought to know, &c. 
So he ought, but he didn’t. Fifteen minutes 
work with the transit showed it to be five and 
one-half inches out of line at and near the place 
where it usually broke. The hangers were then 
properly lined up, and the shaft has never 
broken since, and is now running with a much 
greater load than it ever had during its break- 
ing days. In this case the deviation of 5} 
inches was in a lateral direction, showing that 
the shaft must have been originally put up in 
the condition in which it was found. This is 
very probably an exceptional case, still it shows 
what is possible. Shafting is much more apt 
to be out of line vertically than horizontally, as 
in the above case. Unequal setting of the foun- 
dations of walls and piers, as well as any 
changes which may be made in the location or 
amount of machinery on the different floors of 
a mill or shop, all tend to bring about this re- 
sult; therefore, it is well to periodically test the 
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alignment of all the principal lines of shafting. | bad accidents have resulted from their use. A 


It should always be done when changes in loca- 
tion of machinery are made, or additional ma- 
chinery is putin. By far the cheapest, most ac- 
curate and most expeditious method of doing it 
is to call in an engineer with his transit and 
level. Carpenters’ toolsand methods cannot be 
relied upon toindicate the true condition of a 
long line of shafting, especially when it is cov- 
ered with a multitude of pulleys, with belts 
leading off in all directions. 

Coupling the different lengths of a long line 
of shafting is a most important matter. The 
closest attention should always he given to it. 
Numberless forms of coupling have been tried, 
nearly everybody connected with a mill or 
shop having, at some time or other, “ had an 
idea for a coupling,” which was to revolution 
ize the world. Most of these devices have been 
designed with the object in view of facilitating 
the removal of the coupling when pulleys are 
to be added to or removed from the main line. 
So far as the writer knows, but three really 
good ones have ever been designed, and these

are too well known in this country to need 


special mention. For heavy prime movers, the 
ordinary plate-coupling, well fitted, is the best 
thing that has ever been devised, and will prob- 
ably continue to be. For ordinary line-shafts, 
the three couplings mentioned above answer 
very well, but the advantages they possess over 
the plate-coupling are not sufficient to justify 
one in paying more for them than the plate- 
coupling costs. 

When the plate-coupling is used, the bolt holes 
should always be countersunk so as to bring the 
bolt-heads and nuts flush with the outside sur- 
face of the flange. If this is not done the coup- 
ling becomes, especially if there are any belts in 
its neighborhood, as dangerous an article as the 
toy pistol on the Fourth of July. This remark 
may seem superfluous, still we think it is justi- 
fied by the fact that many machinists to-day 
are fitting up coupling with the bolt-heads and 
nuts projecting their full thickness from the 
face of the flange. We have seen several men 
get caught by these projecting bolts and carried 
over the shaft, and in two instances they were 
killed. We always approach them with fear 
and trembling, and make our stay as short as 
possible. Any one who is obliged to work in 
the vicinity of such a coupling will confer a boon 
on suffering humanity by “ kicking ” to the full 
extent of his powers. 

The hangers used ina system of shafting is 
one of the most important parts of it, for upon 
their construction and adjustment depends, in 
great measure, the efficiency of the whole ar- 
rangement. Certain elementary principles, 
which should govern their design, may be 
summed up thus: No open banger should be toler- 
ated; the parts which take the strain resulting 
from the weight of the shaft and the pull of the 
belts should be of wrought iron ; the bearing 
should admit of convenient adjustment in a ver- 
tical direction. So far as we know, there is but 
one hanger in the market which fulfills these 
three simple conditions, and this is used to a 
very limited extent. A large proportion of the 
hangers in use are open hangers, and several 
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few years ago a whole line of shafting in a cot- 
ton mill fell, badly smashing the machinery. 
Open hangers were used, and from some cause 
which we were unable to learn, the shaft was 
thrown out of one of the bearings and the whole 
line followed. The use of properly constructed 
bale-hangers would have prevented the accident. 
But bale-hangers, as usually made of cast iron, 
are easily broken by shocks which would not 
injure a wrought-iron one. 

The material for the bearings or boxes of shafts 
has always been a favorite theme for discussion 
among mechanics. Some contend that cast 
iron is the best material, others prefer boxes 
lined with babbitt-metal. The argument in fa- 
vor of cast iron is: that it is cheaper, runs 
easier, and will wear longer if it is kept properly 
lubricated. This may be so, but we prefer a 
well babbitted box to anything else. The trou- 
ble is in keeping the boxes properly lubricated. 
Accidents happen in the best regulated fami- 
lies, and boxes will occasionally run dry in the 
best lubricated shops, and the risk of cutting 
the shaft is one that no one can afford 
to take. With the best lubrication it is 
practical to give a shaft, the odds, in 
the long run, will be found to be de- 
cidedly in favor of the box lined with 
the soft metal. 

For genuine curiosities in mechanical 
practice, commend us to the pulleys of 
a few yearsago. The wonderful and 
complex forms that so simple a thing 
as a pulley-arm should be, has assumed 
in the hands of different men is quite 
startling to say the least. 

It would seem at the first glance that 
some makers of pulleys (we will not 
callthem designers or mechanics), ex- 
pended incredible amounts of ingenuity 
in devising strange and unheard of 
shapes for the arms of their patterns. 
The horseshoe bend and the double ogee 
-@ have been as wax in their hands. We 
have seen pulleys only twenty-four 
inches in diameter with three-inch face, 
that had no less than fifteen arms ; each 
arm was the full width of the face of 
the pulley, and about five-sixteenths of 
an inch thick, and described almost a 
semicircle in getting from the hub to 
the rim. The apology for this and 
kindred shapes is, that fewer of them 
break in casting. We don’t wonder at 
it. 

When iron is tortured into such shapes, 
it ought to resolutely refuse to break 
or be broken, and should always stand 
as @ monument to the man who de- 
signed them. 

If a founder can’t cast a pulley with- 
out recourse to such horrible expedients, 
he should be liberally dusted with parting sand.

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Boiler Explosions. 
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By Rozsert Wixson, C.E.

With respect to the superheating theory, 
the modus operandi is usually supposed to be 
something like the following. The plates are 
allowed to become intensely heated by the water 
level falling too low or from other causes, and 
communicate their heat to the steam in the 
boiler. On the water being agitated and car- 
ried aloft as spray, by the action consequent 
upon the sudden opening of the steam stop- 
valve, safety-valve or feed inlet, a large quan- 
tity of steam is produced and the pressure sud- 
denly raised above the resisting power of the 
boiler. That the steam might become highly 
superheated, and the water in a divided state 
might be brought into contact with it cannot be 
disputed. But when we consider the condensa- 
tion that would take place, and the small total 
quantity of heat contained even in a large vol- 
ume of steam, sufficient additional pressure 
could not be produced to burst a boiler with a 
reasonable margin of strength. The increase of 
pressure can be calculated as follows : In a boiler 
working at sixty pounds and having a steam 
space of 180 cubic feet, suppose the steam to be 
raised in temperature or superheated from 307° 
to 800°, the volume would be increased in the ratio 
of 1x (0.00208 x 275) > 1x (0.00208 « 768), or 1.56 : 
2.56. If the same steam pressure is maintained in 
the boiler the weight of steam, which in the first 
instance was 31.5 lbs. will be reduced to about 
20 lbs. This quantity of dry steam will have 
about 18,000 units of latent heat, and in falling 
from 800° to 307° will render 20 x 0.480 (800—307) 
= 4732.8 units of sensible heat available for rais- 
ing steam suddenly, or only an amount compe- 
tent to geferate a quantity of steam from water 
at 307°, equal to about 1 one-quarter of that al- 


ready in the boiler, which would cause a rise of 
pressure equal to 15 lbs. only. The pressure 
might also be augmented at the same time by 
the water coming in contact with the red-hot 
plates ; 30 square feet of %" plates heated to a 
temperature of 900° would give 450.114 (900 
—307)—30421 units of heat in the plates available 
for sudden evaporation, or sufficient heat to con- 
vert about 34 lbs. of water or % cubic foot at 
807° into steam. As the 180 cubic feet of steam 
weighed 31.5 lbs. the pressure will be increased 
by 71 lbs., whence we have a total pressure of 
60+ 15+71—146 lbs., which certainly might be 
sufficient to cause an explosion, if the steam 
was suddenly generated, or more rapidly than 
it could escape. 

But the conclusion arrived at from general 
experience, and from experiments expressly 
undertaken by Mr. Fletcher and others to solve 
this question, is that a large quantity of steam 
cannot be suddenly generated by throwing water 
on to red-hot plates. Severe overheating of 
boiler shells or furnace tubes will start the 
riveted joints, and offer a further means of es- 
cape for the steam as it is formed. 

Explosions from overheating are more likely 
to be produced by the softening and yielding of 
the plates at the ordinary pressure, or by the 
sudden contraction of the plates on having water 
thrown on to them, than by any sudden aug- 
mentation of pressure, the production of which 
is entirely hypothetical. Beyond a certain quan- 
tity, the larger the body of water thrown on to 
a given weight of red-hot plates the less will be 
the amount of steam formed. It may also be 
remarked that in ordinary boilers, where the 
feed inlet is near the bottom, suddenly turning 
on the feed water will not scatter it over the 
hot plates near the working water level, where 
overheating is most likely to occur, but the 
water wil] gradually rise up the sides. 

The Leidenfrost phenomenon, as it is called, 
or the tendency of small quantities of water, 
when thrown on to highly heated plates, to as- 
sume the spheroidal condition, and to evaporate 
suddenly on coming in contact with the plates 
when the temperature is lowered, has been 
often adduced as a cause of explosion. The 
exact application of this theory is, however, by 
no means clear, and the assumed delay of the 
water in evaporating is antagonistic to the sud- 
den-evaportion-from-overheating theory. It is: 
difficult to see how the evaporation by ebullition 
of a large quantity of water in an ordinary 
boiler could be long delayed, as is assumed in 
this theory, without reducing the temperature of 
the water below that sufficient to produce an 
explosion. 

Slight reports in the region of the furnace 
have sometimes been heard previous to the 
gradual bulging of the furnace plates from 
overheating in boilers containing very greasy 
water. These have been ascribed tothe water 
assuming the spheroidal state, but there is no 
reduction of the temperature in such cases to 
account for the sudden evaporation of the sup- 
posed spheroids. It may be said of this theory 
that the conditions it assumes cannot be proved 
to exist inan ordinary overheated boiler, and 
that we have no means of knowing whether 
they would be competent to produce explosion 
if they did exist. 

There is reason to believe that the tendency 
of greasy water to cohere and resist ebullition 
through not touching the plates, or, in other 
words, to become spheroidal, is more likely to 
be the cause than the effect of the overheating 
of furnace plates. 


When the air usually contained in water has 
been expelled by boiling, the water, if kept per- 
fectly quiet, can be heated from 70° to 80° be- 
yond its ordinary boiling point without any sign 
of ebullition ; but, on the slightest disturbance 
or agitation of the water so superheated, a large 
quantity of steam is suddenly formed. If the 
pressure above is at the same time reduced, as 
by drawing off steam, the rush of newly formed 
steam will carry the water before it with great 
force against the boiler crown. It is probably 
this action that produces the concussion some- 
times felt when standing ona boiler while the 
steam is suddenly drawn off on starting the 
engine. Under certain conditions the sudden 
generation of steam might produce a pressure 
above that at which the safety-valves are set to 
blow off, and this, together with the force of im- 
pact might bring about the explosion of a very 
weak boiler, but not of one having a proper 
margin of strength. 

The practice of ascribing steam-boiler ex- 
plosions to obscure causes has been productive 
of much mischief, as it engenders a careless- 
ness on the part of owners and attendants, who 
have been led to believe that no amount of care 
will avail against the mysterious agents at work 
within a boiler.

Boston Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Boston, November 7, 1883. 

Yesterday wasa glorious day. Of the scenes 
and incidents of the day I say nothing, as that 
field is so clearly covered by the daily press. 
With the results of yesterday the world will 
have become acquainted ere this reaches its 
readers; and only because of its effects upon the 
paper trade do I at all mention thesubject. For 
the past week, Butler and Robinson were more 
frequently discussed than trade issues, and I 
found it almost impossible to get points on any- 
thing but the election. A prominent paper 
dealer of this city with whom I conversed (and 
he was a gentleman who has occupied the State- 
house himself), advised me to bet allmy money 
on , and so I placed a dollar on that 
candidate. ’Tis said that fortune seldom raps 
at the same man’s door twice, and now my 
chances of being a bloated bondholder are gone, 
just because a dollar was the extent of my 
wealth, and my credit even more limited. And 
yet there are some people whoenvy a newspaper 
man. Look at the paper dealers and their clerks, 
all of them out to-day with new hats! And 
these numerous evidences of prosperous times 
are not from the legitimate profits of trade, for 
trade has been very dull during the past week. 
No new ventures were undertaken, and many 
“lay quiet,” waiting for the verdict of yester- 
day. About the only local demand for paper 
was for election purposes, and that is variously 
estimated from a hundred to two hundred tons 
a day for the past fortnight. The New York 
Graphic did a little work in the campaign, sell- 
ing Butler 50,000 copies of one issue, which were 
prepared especialiy for him, and then gave the 
Robinson party a chance to counteract this 
effect by ordering largely of the next issue, 
which championed the Republican candidate. 
Nothing like an independent press ! 

Some few points on trade were kindly fur- 
nished by Train, Smith & Co., who are’exten- 
sive dealers in paper-makers’ supplies. This 
firm reports only a fair business during the past 
week, but no tendency is manifested to push 
trade, owing to the fact that higher prices are 
expected to rule shortly. Jute stocks are firm, 
but higher prices are being asked abroad, which 
cannot fail to have an effect here. Chemicals 
remain firm, bleaching powders being quoted at 
2.20@2.25c. With a strong feeling abroad and 
with a good local demand, there is no inclination 
to sell ahead at present figures. 

Straw paper is still weak and somewhat demor- 
alized. Manillas have advanced alittle, owing to 
the upward movement of raw manilla, which 
has advanced some 25 per cent. Not much 
money is being made in manilla paper, and it is 
reported that some of the manufacturers are 
changiug off on to white. 

In years past large quantities of straw paper 
were shipped to Cuba from this city, but owing 
to frequent fluctuations in prices, which some- 
times went up considerably, Cubans began to 
look for a more reliable supply, and Germany 
stepped into the trade, which she still holds. A 
sample of straw paper which Germany is now 
shipping to Cuba was shown to me by a Boston 
manufacturer, and it is certainly a better grade 
of paper than any made in this country. It is 
claimed that this German straw paper is treated 
to a Cuban process and then utilized in the man- 
ufacture of cigars to help out the tobacco sup- 
ply. The South American trade was also very 
large before the war, but dealers here have very 
little hopes of renewing it. 

In my last communication I spoke of the 
Boston Wax Paper Company and gave credit 
to Wm. J. Warren for having so successfully 
built up that industry, or rather the types 
made me responsible for it. William is a nice 
name, but it doesn’t belong to this particular 
Warren. It should have been A. J. Warren. 
Shakespeare says, ‘‘ What’s in a name?” 
There is a good dealin a name, as was demon- 
strated by the returns this morning. 

Col. F. C. Morehead, Commissioner-General of 
the World’s Exposition and Cotton Centennial, 
which will open in New Orleans on the first of 
December, 1884, isin the city. Colonel Morehead 
visits Boston for the purpose of acquainting 
manufacturers with the aims and objects of that 
gigantic enterprise, that special preparations 
may be made for displaying the very best prod- 
ucts of the various industries. The Colonel had 
an interview with many of the more prominent 
exhibitors of the American Exposition (which 
just closed in this city), all of whom expressed 
an earnest desire to be represented at that great 
exposition. Colonel Morehead is president of 
the National Cotton Planters’ Association of 
America, and president of the Mississippi Press 
Association, the latter honor having been con- 
ferred while he was visiting the Louisville Ex- 
position. This Cotton Centennial is to be held 
under the joint auspices of the United States 
Government, the National Cotton Planters’ As- 
sociation, and the city of New Orleans, and will 
be open daily for about six months. All foreign 
countries are invited to send government ex- 
hibits, and every State in the Union will be rep- 
resented. The park where the buildings are to 
be erected comprises over one hundred and fifty 
acres, and plans for the various buildings are 
now being submitted. The Exposition will be 
under the control and management of a board 
of thirteen commissioners appointed by the 
President ef the United States. It is claimed 
that this World's Exposition will surpass even 
the magnitude of the Philadelphia Centennial. 
In the industrial arts, as announced in the pros- 
pectus, paper makers will have a chance to ex- 
hibit, not only the product, but to show the 
processes of manufacture. Dyers, printers, 
bookbinders and stationers are also invited to 
co-operate. That New England will be credit- 
ably represented by displays of her varied in- 
dustries there is little doubt. A. L. D. 








Holyoke Notes. 





(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoxe, Mass., November 8, 1883. 

Z. Crane, Jr., of Dalton, is elected to repre- 
sent this district in the Governor’s Council by 
8,368 majority, while George L. Wright, Presi- 
dent of the Agawam Paper Company, is de- 
feated for State Senator by 196 votes. Mr. 
Wright’s vote was a very handsome one under 
the circumstances. The election of Mr. Robin- 
son leaves the Twelfth District without a Con- 
gressman, and the nomination may fall to a 
Berkshire paper maker, as I have said. 

The election kept most of the stock-deal- 
ers at home for a day or two, but they are 
all back to-day, with long or short faces, ac- 
cording to their political sentiments. Prices in 
the rag market remain firm and sales will be 
larger very soon, for the present large con- 
sumption by the mills must be fast depleting 
the supplies held. This will, no doubt, prevent 
any decline in prices at present. Paper also 
cannot go any lower while anything like the 
present pressure on the mills continues. Prob- 
ably more paper was made in Holyoke during 
October than in any other month in the history 
of the city. 

Some of the manufacturers are doing more 
foreign advertising than ever, perhaps being 
stimulated by the talk at the annual meeting of 
the association. With the mills multiplying 
faster than the country is growing, it seems 
necessary to be looking the question of over- 
production square in the face. At one office the 
other day an inquiry was received from a large 
city in the heart of England asking for prices, 
&e. 

The envelope manufacturers are still very 
busy. They are all running everp machine to 
its fullest capacity, and the number of envel- 
opes made must be enormous. The boom seems 
to have lasted ever since the combination called 
the Standard Envelope Company broke up. 
Some of the product is exported. The little 
town of Rockville, Conn., claims that White, 
Corbin & Co.’s establishment in that place is the 
largest envelope manufactory in the country, if 
not in the world. The building is 200 feet long 
by 52 wide, four stories and basement high. 
Fifty-two machines make up five tons of paper 
into nearly 3,000,000 envelopes every day, while 
the boxes take a ton of pasteboard daily. The 
original firm started business in 1855. 

I learn that the Massasoit Paper Company of 
this city is not a creditor of Culver, Page, Hoyne 
& Co., so Holyoke escapes finely this time. 

The wife of George Hamel, foreman of the 
finishing-room at the Collins Manufacturing 
Company’s mill, died last week. Both were 
from Holyoke, where they were married last 
Christmas. 

A class of twenty young men from the Bethle- 
hem, Pa., University has been visiting the Hol- 
yoke mills, being in charge of L. P. Breckenridge, 
formerly connected with the Water Power Com- 
pany here, and now a teacher of mechanical 
engineering at the University. 

Our neighboring village across the river, 
South Hadley Falls, is receiving quite an im- 
petus this season from the overflow of Holyoke’s 
population. There is plenty of room over there, 
many good, healthy acres of building sites, and 
before long the village will be a good-sized 
suburb. ee H, 


British Notes.

There is scarcely anything to report in the 
way of trade. Paper makers seem either 
busy or else very disinclined to tell anything 
about their business. I have seen several paper 
makers during the month, but, like the Irish 
beggar, ‘‘ the divila bit could I get out o’ them.” 
I don’t know why there should be so much 
secrecy among them all, but I can’t say that it 
is wrong. If trade people get together they 
are sure to talk about “shop,” and what is 
more likely to lead to “stretchers”? I know of 
nothing that tends to stretch the line more than 
a conversation among business men of their 
trade experiences. 

As to news, there is not any ! I hunt about 
after news as much as any one, and I can’t find 
very much. I may say our mills are fairly 
busy with orders at anything but satisfactory 
prices. If the present prices go on, there must 
be a general smash upof many mills before 
long. What is the use of mills making news at 
2d., printings at 3d., and writings at 3d. ? 
Wholesale stationers must be having what is 
known here as “high old times” just now. 
The paper trade ‘has got frightened a bit by 
these gentry and are working away for next to 
nothing. One thing is quite apparent, how- 
ever, and this is, that it is quite useless for you 
to ever think of sending your paper onto British 
soil. 

After all, this is something. Our coloniesand 
foreign possessions should be helps on our excess 
stocks, and are, doubtless, But what we are suf- 
fering more from now than anything, is the 
foolish policy of allowing tin-pot German, 
Swiss, Belgian and Austrian paper makers to 
send their stuff in our market. Hundreds of 
clerks, agents, &c., swarm London, rushing 
about “doing” paper at one-half less than 
nothing, just toget in. The harm does not last 
here, because these same makers, after an order 
or two, prepare wretched stuff, send it over 
here, it gets refused, and they are compelled to 
accept starvation prices for it. 

It is very sickening to be obliged to write 
this kind of thing, but one must speak the truth. 
The business is going on and I must duly chroni- 
cle it. A big news company is going to start at 
Northfleet, under the management of the new 
Ekman process. It is going to put down two ma- 
chines, &e,, at a place near Northfleet on the 
Thames, and make paper. I don’t know that I 
am sure how it will get on, but I look forward to 
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its result with considerable interest, because it 
must either shut somebody else up or shut up it- 
self. This is evident. 

Several changes have taken place in the own- 
ership of Scotch mills. A gentleman connected 
with America has bought Couper’s mil! at Glas- 
gow, and is at present en voyage to your side to 
settle and arrange bis affairs before taking 
charge. I don’t think that there is any other 
news which will give your readers any interest. 

Chemicals here are rather quiet, although 
bleach is still high up at £9 per ton. Still, I 
don’t think it can remain there mach longer. 
It is, indeed, to-day a shade easier. Caustic soda is 
unchanged at £10 per ton for 70 per cent., while 
soda ash is £5 10s. for carbonated 48 and 52 per 
cent. Pure alkali, 58 per cent., is £6 15s.

By our last mail from England we have re- 
ceived further confirmation of the growth 
of ‘‘ fair-trade” principles, which, gener- 
ally speaking, means, “‘if you tax us we 
will tax you,” and really goes farther than 
that, for it crops out here and there, and 
protection is the ultimate of fair-trade am- 
bition. In fact, we don’t see how it could 
be otherwise. The British industrial sys- 
tem is constantly growing worse. The 
competition in British markets is widening, 
and even at home is wresting from the 
domestic manufacturers that control which 
they have imagined could never be dis- 
puted. The secret of British interest in and 
anxiety for the extension and adoption, 
maybe, of free trade in America, is not of 
an unselfish nature. It is life or death on 
that principle, and there are those whose 
pride would seemingly prefer the latter 
rather than to yield their political ideas or 
favor protection—a shibboleth difficult for 
them to pronounce. 





OnE of the Chicago papers, the Tribune, 
has been at pains to gather reports from a 
number of States in the Northwest, and 
from the numerous sources of information 
at its command has secured a very satisfac- 
tory estimate of the business situation in 
General trade, according to 
these reports, is prosperous, and, in the va- 
rious industries employed, to an extent not 
realized by the public.

That Peculiar Machine. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

With regard to that machine at Tallaght, 
Dublin, allow me to remark that it was not the 
original. By no means. It had been patented 
and at work in England before that date. Ido 
not think that it would require much exertion 
of genius to turn a machine end forend. Sus- 
pecting that ‘‘J. P. B.” meant to have us infer 
that he was also inventor of the felt washer, I 
have been hunting up its paternity, and find 
that it was invented in Lee, Mass., by a party 
named L. D. Brown—no relation of “J. P. B.” 

The addition of the felt washer to all cylinder 
machines increased their output fully two-thirds. 
Twenty-five feet a minute in those days was 
quite a common speed on all machines ; so that 
the addition of the Yankee felt washer to that 
peculiar machine is sufficient to account for the 

lative difference of speed. I believe that I 
mentioned to Mr. B, that I had seen a similar 
machine at Tallaght at the date mentioned, and 
I would have been pleased to have had him 
show me in what respect it differed from the 
other, or wherein consisted the improvements 
made on it. Instead thereof the invariable an- 
swer to all inquiries was: ‘* I don’t know.” 

With recard to the prompting given toward 
putting up that machine of the Boardmans, we 
can guess how much it would be worth when 
given by a party who had never seen the like 
before.

The Yankee Machine. 
Bripa Ver, Ore., October 22, 1883. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

According to Scripture, ‘‘ old things become 
new.” I think that it is demonstrated in the 
Pearl City machine. I have never seen the 
machine, and ought not, — to pass my 
opinion on it; but judging from what some of 
your correspondents say, it is the same identical 
machine that I have played around and under 
when a boy. I never was afraid of getting 
caught while playing around it. I was going to 
say it never ran; it did run some, but I don’t 
think that it ever made fifty tons of paper, as 
the paper was not marketable, as all paper 
makers know that totake paper from the wet 
felt, pressed with and carried over a hot dryer, 
it is burned while drying. This machine that I 
allude to was put up at Jarrow, England, in 
1840 or ’41. I don’t remember where it was 
built, but it went by the name of the “ Yankee 
Machine.” All that there was to it was the 
cylinder and vat; the dryer was the top press 
roll, as the bottom press roll was severed up to 
the dryer, two or three calenders on top of the 
dryers, with doctors on them. So, it mattered 
not how thin the sheet, it must go to the reels, 
I then did not know what it meant when I heard 
the old paper makers say that stuff would be 
better in the chest than run out in that shape.

Caustic Liquor—How Prepared for Boiling 
Rye Straw. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

Mixing caustic liquor for boiling rye straw, to 
be used in the manufacture of book, print and 
hanging papers, requires three mixing pans, 
with agitators. The outlet should be about one 
foot above the bottoms of the pans. Into pan 
No. 1 put 700 lbs. of ash, Hazelhurst’s 56 per 
cent, test, and 400 Ibs. of Glens Falls lime; then 
put enough water with this to make one-tbird of 
the charge; then, into pan No. 2, put enough 
water with the settlings, which have before had 
one mixing taken off to make another one-third 
of the charge, and into pan No.3 put enough 
water with the settlings, which have before had 
two mixings taken off to make the full charge. 
Agitate these three pans about one hour; then 
stop the agitators and let the liquor settle; when 
the liquor is clear, draw off each pan into the 
receiving tank, and this makes one charge for 
the boiler. 

To test whether the liquor has enough lime, 
drop from the burrett one drop of sulphuric acid 
into the clear liquor, and if no effervescence fol- 
lows the liquor is right. After three mixings 
have been taken off either pan, the settlings 
are washed away as worthless. Thus, one of the 
pans will have fresh ash and lime at every mix- 
ing. The mixing pans should be 4 ft. deep by 
7 ft. indiameter, and the amount of liquor used 
to each boiler of 2,300 lbs. of straw should be 
1,200 gallons. Boil nine hours, under 60 lbs. 
pressure. Nocas.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The money mar- 
ket was featureless, except for the abundance of 
funds and the ease in rates. Call loans on stock 
collateral were 1@2}¢ per cent., 2 per cent. be- 
ing the ordinary rate. Time loans are quiet and 
mercantile paper dull and firm. 

The stock market, under the influence of the 
State and municipal elections, has been exceed- 
ingly quiet, yet the tone has been firm.

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Fusible Plugs. 


A fusible plug is a composition shell filled with 
brass, tin, lead, or some suitable alloy, intended 
to be used as a safeguard against a class of dis- 
asters caused by low water. Fusible plugs are 
variously placed according to the type of boiler 
in which they are used; the idea being to place 
them upon the highest point of the fire line. 
Their aperture is as follows: So long as water of 
ordinary temperature is in contact with the 
plug it remains intact, but if uncovered bya 
deficiency of water the filling melts before the 
boiler can be dangerously overheated, while the 
discharge of steam through the aperture of the 
plug gives a warning of impending danger, and 
slightly reduces the pressure within the boiler. 

The shell for fusible plugs should be made of 
hard brass that will insure durability and admit 
of a proper finish with a clean cut thread; and 
substantial hexagon head, made stout and 
strong, to withstand frequent removal and re- 
placing for examination ; and refilling when 
necessary. The cored holes for the fusible fill- 
ing are variously made by different manufac- 
turers, some being straight, others straight with 
a conical head, while others again are bell- 
mouthed. 

The straight ones we think are insecure, with a 
constant liability to fuse in and out of season. 
Those with straight bore and conical head are 
better if the countersink part forming conical 
head is properly done, while the bell-mouthed 
ones present a weak section about the head, so 
that if the plug is set fast in the boiler-head, as 
it is apt to be after one or two years’ use, it 
will be almost impossible to get it out without 
such distortion as will prevent its further use. 
Therefore, while we would recommend every 
one who uses fusible plugs to have one or more 
extra ones on hand so there may be no delay in 
replacing a melted one, we would only advocate 
the use of such a formed plug as would promise 
sufficient durability to withstand several refill- 
ings. This we think may be accomplished if the 
cored hole for the fusible filling should be made 
about half an inch in diameter at the head end, 
tapering to, say, three-quarters of an inch at 
the opposite end, or point of the plug. 

The experience of the Hartford Boiler Inspec- 
tion Company causes it to favor a longer plug 
than is ordinarily used, one about two inches 
long exclusive of the head of the plug, with a 
projection not exceeding one and one-half 
inches, nor less than one inch into the interior 
of the boiler beyond the boiler-head. The ex- 
ternal diameter of this plug should be about 
1 5-16 inch, which corresponds to the size of 
an inch pipe-tap. The thread need only be cut 
upon half the length of the plug; the other half 
may be turned down to about 1 3-16 inch diam- 
ter and not threaded, This pattern we have 
found more desirable than the short ones com- 
monly provided; evidently because while sur- 
rounded by water it cannot be treated to a tem- 
perature sufficiently high to melt it. 

Occasionally we find the filling of that fusible 
plug badly honey-combed on the fire-side for a 
distance nearly through the head of the boiler, 
the fusible part having apparently melted in 
the ordinary use of the boiler, there being no 
other indications of overheating apparent, leav- 
ing but the dross and a light film of good mate- 
rial next to the water-side. In some externally 
fired boilers, where the fusible plug is tapped 
into the back-head of the boiler, they last for 
years without giving trouble. In internally 
fired boilers they are not generally so durable. 

The National Boiler Insurance Company of 
England, who own a patent for what appears to 
be a very meritorious fusible plug, which they 
recommend for all boilers under their inspec- 
tion, do not consider a plug reliable for a period 
exceeding two years without refilling. It is 
generally believed by engineers that after a 
year’s service the ordinary fusible plug cannot 
be depended upon to fuse at a low temperature, 
owing possibly to changes which-occur in the 
character of the alloy. 

Banca tin is the filling recommended by the 
United States Engineers, and we believe it to be 
as reliable as most of the alloys. Of course, the 
purity of the article determines its usefulness 
for this purpose. We have a plug that melted 
inside of two weeks after being put in service, 
as also did several others of the same manu- 
facture, under like circumstances previously, 
there being an ample quantity of water in 
every case, and no unusual disturbance 
noticed within the boiler. The melting was 
attributed to some peculiarity in the composi- 
tion of the alloy—apparently such as to cause it 
to fuse at a much lower temperature than it 
should have done. 

The law of Massachusetts requires a fusible 
plug upon all boilers, as also does the municipal 
law of several cities, The rule of the United 
States Steamboat Inspection service provides as 
follows : 

** Rule 31. All steamers shall have inserted in 
their boilers plugs of Banca tin at least one- 
half inch in diameter at the smallest end of the 
internal opening, in the following manner, to 
wit: Cylinder boilers with flues shall have 
one plug inserted in one flue of each boiler, and 
also one plug inserted in the flue of each boiler 
from the inside, immediately before the fire line, 
and not less than four feet from the forward end 
of the boilers. All fire-box boilers shall have 
one plug inserted in the corner of the back con- 
nections, or in the highest fire service of the 
boiler. These plugs, in external diameter, must 
correspond in size to a one-inch gas or steam- 


pipe screw tap.”— Locomotive.

Rosin Size for Paper Makers’ Use. 





Grind or pound up 800 Ibs. of rosin ; dissolve 
140 lbs, of soda ash in 1}¢ bbls. of water, and 
then putin the rosin and boil slowly. Add 2 
gts. of lard oil and 4 lbs, of sal ammoniac as soon 
as the rosin is dissolved. Keep the size boiling 
until thoroughly dissolved and then strain 
through a No, 60 wire cloth. The sal ammoniac 
and oil are to prevent frothing on the machine.
